| Goneral William Starke Rosecrans has

boen appointed 1o the command of the
Departmeet of the Cumberland, including ;
the State of Tennessoo East of the Tens
nesace river, and such parts of Georgin
and Alabama as the Union armies may
ocoupy. He was born in Kingston lown
ship, {)ehwm evunty, Olilo, on the'Gth
of Decomber, 1819. 1lig¢ parents were
Crandall Roseerans, whoseahcestors wore
originally from Amsterdam, Holland, and
Jemima Hopkins ; the former, & native of
Wyoming valley, Penesylvania, émigrat-
ed to Ohio in 1308,  The carly years of
the rmnt Gieneral woro passed in close
applieation to his studies, so that at the
age of cighteon he was well fitted for his
sppoiitment as cades at the wilitar
academy st West Poind, in 1888, e
uated with high honors in 1842, be-
ing third in mathematics and ffih in gen-
eral meril; in o class of fifty-six; nom-
bering many distinguished competitora.
He entored the corps of  engineers as
brevet second liswtennnt on the lst of
July, 1842, and served that year at For-
tresa Monmroe, as first assistant, under
commsnd of Licutenant Celonel R E.
DeBussey. He was ordered to duly at

On the 10th of
June, 1801, he was appointed by Gov.
Dennison, Colonel of the 23d Regiment
Obio Volunteers, and was sent upen a
mission to Washington City, to arrange
for the mainténnnce and payment of the
Ohio contingent forees. On the 201k of
Jung he was nominated, by the President,
& Brigadier General in the regular axmy,
and assigned to duty under Goo, Me-
Clelian, then in Virginis. He served un-
